| Washington, D. C., April 6.—[Spe- 
cial.]—-Budget approval of the expen- 
diture of $14,250,000 for the construc- 
tion of the new Chicago postoffice 
was announced by, Budget Director 
Henry M. Bord today in a message 
to congress recommending the appro- 
priation of $300,000 for beginning con- 
struction work during the fiscal year 

As this sum is, in addition to the 
$5,000,000 authorized for the purchase 
of the site of the new west side post- 
office at Canal, Clinton, Harrison and 
Polk streets, the total cost of the 
new federal building will approximate 
$20,000,000. The construction cost es- 
timate submitted by Mr. Lord is based 
on the amount of cubic feet space 
needed for postal facilities at Chicago 
and it is possible the actual amount 
expended will run nearer to 315, 

Treasury and postal officials refused 
to make public details in connection 
with new building but it was said 
‘that work on the architects“ designs 
and drawings will begin at once. It 
is hoped that construction can be be- 
gun during 1929 and the building com 
pleted three years later.

VIENNA, April 6.—Instead of de- 
nationalizing and italianizing the 230,- 
000 Germans in South Tyrol in the 
natural course of time, Italy, by a 
series of arbitrary decrees, has out- 
lawed their language and is trying to 
reverse, in a moment, the habits, cus- 
toms, and affections of centuries. 
All display signs must be in Italian. 
German signs are permitted only or 
payment of a high tax which amounts 
to a heavy fine. This applies, accord 
ing to the decree, to everything, in- 
cluding grave stones. While so far the 
change of the German names on grave 
tombs has been only occasionally prac- 
fised, new grave stones must bear the 

_ Italian inscription. 

Business in Italian. 


The old stamps on hotel silverware, 
china, linen, and other objects are 
against the law. All business corre- 
spondence must be carried on in Ital- 
ian. There have been several heavy 
penalties inflicted -upon those who, 
knowing no Italian, have taken re- 
course, in sending a German friend a 
communication, even a bill, in German. 

One of the greatest injustices, how- 
ever, is the prohibition of the German 
language in the courts. Attorneys 
privately may converse with their cli- 
ents in German, but this language has 
no status in court. 

German names of places are barred. 
The historic name of South Tyrol 16 
Strictly prohibited. Senator Tolmei has 
translated German names into Italian, 
and has done a bad job. A shopkeeper 
by the name of Johann was fined be- 
cause he did not hasten to change his 
sign to Giovanni. 

: Meetings Prohibited. | 

German names ‘which have no Ital-: 
fan equivalent are only permitted in 
baptism when an equal number of 
Italian names is attached. 

The difficulties of language are 
matched by those of the natural social 
life of the community. All meetings 
and associations have been dissolved. 
Six Germans may not congregate 
without a license. When an old or- 
ganization wishes to meet, it must ob- 
tain @ license which attaches to it 
the consent to the presence of Italian 
observers, whose duty it is to see that 
politics is not discussed, or anything 
derogatory to the good name of Italy 
is said.
